More Russian Losses. 


Tokio, Aug. 25.—Russia suffered ad 


tiitional losses last evening when two 
torpedo boat destroyers encountered | 
mines outside of Port Arthur. One cf I 
them, four funnels, was sunk. Ihe 
other liniped tack into the harbor. The I 
file of the c ew of the sunken vessel1 
was not learned. 


Czar Sends Congratulations. 


Shanghai, Aug. 25.—The Czar today 


telegraphed the crews of the cruiser 
Askold and the torpedo boat destroyer 
Grosovoi, congratulating them uron 
saving their vessel in thejrecent en- 
counter with the Japanese" wai ships. 
The Askold and Grosovoi put in here 
in a disabled condition, after a naval 
fight off Port Arthur, on Augubt 10. 
when the bottled up. Russian

tried" to escape. 


Will Dismantle at Once. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—Consul Gener- 


al Goodnow today cables the state de- 
partment that the Russian consul gen^ 
oral at Shanghai has notified the taotal 
that the Askold and the Grosovoi will 
dismantle at once. 


Musi Net Interfere. 


London. Aug. 25.—Two British cruis- 


ers at ihe request of Russia, have been 
sent in search' of the Russian volun- 
teer cruisers Smolenak .and Peters- 
burg, to tell their commanders not to 
interfere with, shipping. 


- Japs Lost Thousands. 


Londons. Aug. 25.—Advices received 


at Chefoo today and emanating from a 
Russian source, state that the Japan- 
ese assaults on Port Arthur on Sunday 
and Monday last, were repulsed with 
heavy losses to the Japanese. The 
Japanese had 10,000 men killed and 
wounded, In the attempt to capture the 
fort and the attack upon another fort 
cost therti 3,000 --nen. Port Danly, it 
is said, is filled with wounded soldiers. 
It is also reported that the Japanese 
are hiring men at Chefoo for service 
in laao Tung peninsula. 


Shanghai, Aug. 25.—Orders from 


Emperor Nicholas have been conveyed 
to. Captain Reitzenstein, commanding 
him forthwith to disarm the cruiser 
Askold and the torpedo-boat destroyer 
Grozovoi. The flags on both vessels 
have been lowered. 


Tokyo, Aug. 25.—The final assault 


en Port Arthur is imminent. Hundreds 
of Japanese guns continue to pour • 
destructive fire into the city and har- 
bor, 
along the lines of forts and en- 


trenchments preparatory for the in- 
fantry assault. It is evident that the 
Russian lines have been weakened 
and partly penetrated in the vicinity 
61" Autzshan and Jtzshan forts. 
The 


entire line 61 Russian defenses imme- 
diately -above the harbor are within 
range of the Japanese guns. A num- 
ber of Russian forts 
and batteries 


continue to be vigorous: The Japa- 
nese death roll will be heavily in- 
creased before they are captured. The 
direction of the Japanese attack cre- 
ates the impression here that the. city 
and defenses on either side of the 
harbor entrance will fall first. The 
final stand will 
be made at Liao 


Tishan. 


It is believed here that both sides 


have suffered heavy losses and that 
the final record will make the siege 
the bloodiest since Sedan. The Jap- 
anese are Supremely confident of th« 
ultimate result. The leaders of the 
government await the outcome in calm 
assurance. The people are everywhere 
decorating streets and houses and 
erecting arches and flagstaff's in pre- 
paration for a national celebration for 
the expected victory- 


Conflicting Reports. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 25.—No Official 


news of the progress of the fightins 
before the beleaguered fortress has 
been received here except that con- 
tained in reports from foreign sources. 
These latter are conflicting, some of 
them representing that the Japanese 
assault has become exhausted and 
others claiming that the Japanese 
have captured Etseshan fort, belong- 
ing to thfr western line of defenses. 
If this position has been taken and 
occupied, it is realized that unless tha 
Japanese are at once dislodged the 
chain ot fcrts will be breached and 
the position of Port Arthur rendered 
critical. The simple fact that the day 
to which,. %. large portion of the cublic 


looked forward" to with superstition 
dread passed without the fall of the 
fortress suddenly encourages the pop 
ul'ar hope that the christening of the 
czarevitch will mark a turn in uie 
tide. 


- Heir to Russian Throne Named. 


St. Petersburg. Aug. 25.—The christ 


ening of the heir to the Russian 
tlmrone took place at the Church of the 
.Peterhpf _ p%Uce ..with imposing cere- 
mony, A prdc«>ssi6n of eaidffl roSP 
accompanied the infant prince ffdffl 
the Alexandra Ville to the church 
After the metropolitan of St. Peters 
burg administered the sacrament to 
the heir, the emperor invested the 
latter with the insignia of the Order 
of St. Andrew. Immediately thereafter 
the ringing of church bells and the fir 
ing of a salute of 101 guns announced 
the competition of the ceremony. 


Russian Fugitives. 


Berlin, Aug. 25.—The number oi 


Russian fugitives from military ser 
vice entering Germany on their way 
to the United States and Great Britain 
Increases daily and the German police 
authorities detain many and deliver 
them to the Russian frontier posts 
The fugitives usually buy false pass- 
ports within Russian territory en- 
titling them to leave the empire, but 
many risk their lives in escaping 
across the frontier surreptitiously, not 
withstanding the vigilance of the 
frontier guards. 


Silenced Russian Guns. 


Toko, Aug. 25.—Admiral Kataoka 


reports that the Japanese cruisers 
Nissihin and Kasuga fired upon the 
Russian forts on Tuesday. They dis- 
covered that the Russians were shell- 
Ing the Japanese land forces from a 
position near Lungtsintsz. The Nis- 
sihin and the Kasuga steamed in close 
to land and after a short bombard- 
ment silenced the Russian guns.

Chicago, Aug. 25.—Another attempt 


is being made to settle the stock- 
yards strike, 
this 
time 
by 
the 


Chicago 
aldermen. 
At 
a 
meet 


ing of the city council a resolution was 
passed empowering Mayor Harrison 
to appoint a committee of 11 alder- 
men who are to make it their bus- 
'Iness to bring about a settlement. 
Thefe" was some opposition to the reso- 
lution, A number of the aldermen de- 
claring that, in their opinion, the re- 
sult would be a failure. The resolution 
was passed, however, and the commit 
tee appointed by Mayor Harrison. In- 
vitations were at once sent to the 
leaders of the strikers, and to repre 
sentatives of the employers, inviting 
them to meet the members of the com- 
mittee. President 
Donnelly of the 


Butchers' union was before the com- 
mittee at noon, and in the invitation 
sent to the packers, they were asked 
to appear one hour later. The alder- 
manio committee has not mapped out 
any particular program, but intends 
to see what it can do, after it has 
listened to the statements from both 
sides. Asked what he thought of a 
settlement through the proposed action 
Of the 
city council, President Don- 


nelly said he did not place much 
-hope in it. 


After the 
Deporters. 


Cripple Creek, Colo., Aug. 25—Ten 


criminal informations were filed in the 
district court here by Deputy District 
Attorney Charles C. Beatler, charging 
about 75 persons, including a number 
of the most prominent citizens of the 
district, with being leaders of the mob 
that deported a dozen or more men 
from the district last Saturday. The 
informations were based upon affida- 
vits prepared in Denver by the men 
w,ho were driven from the camp. Nine 
of 
the 
informations contain 
two 


counts, and the tenth three counts. 
The defendants named in all of the 
complaints are practically the same. 
The charges include conspiracy, ma- 
licious mischief, larceny, false impris- 
onment and assault to kill. 


Fire In Packing Plant. 


Chicago, Aug. 25.—A fire which in 


tself amounted to very little, caused 
a panic in the packing house of Nel- 
son Morris & Company, at the stock- 
yards. The fii-n has since the com- 
mencement of the strike housed about 
200 men and women in its oleomar- 
garine building, and there were 90 
women and 50 men in the place when 
a fire started in a clothes closet on 
the fourth floor. The cries of the peo- 
jle on the fourth floor as they ran for 
:he stairways brought out the occu- 
pants of the other floors and for a few 
m.nutes there was fierce fighting in 
the hallways leading to the stairs. 


To Ask For Increase. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 25.—The wage 


committee of the Amalgamated Win- 
dow Glass Workers of America, in 
session in Cleveland, has decided to 
ask the manufacturers for an increase 
n wages which will bring the new 
wage scale of the glass workers about 
tip to where it was when a 28 per cent 
reduction was made in the middle of 
ast year.

Cincinnati, O.. Aug. 25 — A machine 


which the 'inventor claims 
will 
dp 


away almost entirely with stenograph- 
ers has beun perfected by Joseph A. 
aicCall, of -this city. It is an automat- 
ic typewriter attachment run by elec- 
tricity, which, when it receives impres- 
sions from* -,he sound waves produced 
by the human voice, will record them 
and reproduce them in printed char- 
acters on tlie paper in the typewriter. 


The most wonderful thing about the 


machine is that the person taking m- 
'o it may U-lk tn any language hf 
chooses, and have the lettei written 
m that language, or in any other Ian. 
guage in which he may wish to have 
the letter reproduced 


The receiver into which the human 


voice is thrown is, made sensitive—in 
the machine which has just been com- 
pleted—to tbe sounds of 2,500 words. 
An unlimited number of other words 
can be arranged on the machine but 
the inventor says that it has been dem- 
onstrated in phonography that 
the 


number of words in ordinary use does 
not exceed 2,500. 
\Vh«-n a word is 


spoken its sound ac*s a,-; a key to act 
on a small copper disc, which arts on 
the letters which make up the word. 
There are 2,500 of thr small coppei 
discs in the machine as ir, is now ai- 
ranged. Each is aboul as big around 
as the enrl of a pencil and as thick as 
ordinary writing paper. Proper names 
have to be spelled out, but if any prop- 
er names axe to be used often enough 
to warrant it, discs can be put in the 
machine to represent them and then 
they would 
only need 
to 
be pro- 


nounced. 


The impressions made by the sounds 


of the words are small pinlioles in a 
piece of paper, something on the order 
of the holes on the records of piano 
players, which reproduce sounds me- 
chanically on pianos 
This reeorU. 


comes in contact with small copper 
points which when they go through the 
small holes form an electrical current 
which works the proper keys on the 
typewriter.

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 


The "Wednesday afternoon session 


was called to order by Mr. Atwell with 
as large an attendance as at any time 
during the week.

Tills 
was the struggle which left Rome as 
undisputed mistress of the world. 


The battle of Lepanto (1571 A. D.) 


marks the culmination of the marvel- 
lous contest between Christians and 
the followers of Mohammed in Europe 
—a victory which has determined the 
rf-li|don of modem Europe.

It is legitimate to read tor 
thei cultivation of the conversational 
powers, for the attainment of culture, 
for the enrichment of character. Th« 
power of reading properly can best be 
cultivated between the agos of twelve 
and eighteen. 


Reading is of two kinds, silent and 


oral. 
Oral reading proper 
is that 


which is felt and understood while it 
is being heard. Books are of three 
classes: (1) thosa which entertain: 
(2) 
those which inform; 
(S) those 


which uplift. Ths last named are of 
particular 
value for oral 
reading 


among grammar grade pupils. 


Read not only to your pupils, but 


with them. Choose your books by 
three rules: 
(1) what is good; (2) 


what you like: (3) what they like. To 
get the meaning from the reaWng, let 
nothing be read until the child is sure 
that he can get through the complete 
sentence. A few moments of silen. 
preparation will save time, and in- 
crease; the 
general 
interest. 
These 


some rules apply to the teaching of 
Latin and Greek; put the stress, not 
on the foreign language, but on the 
English translation. 
Common 
blun- 


ders may be done away with, by doing 
the grammar work first, the transla- 
tion last 


Above all. as has been said before, 


let the teacher go more deeply into 
bis subject. Let him keep the law of 
progression beyond him. This helpful
